he expr himself by that instinctive 
mimicry which is sometimes the ac.

During his evidence the deaf mute, 
who had been, the handy man of the 
inn, always designated the victim by

| NOTORIOUS RASCAL 


Bold Exploits of Colonel Thomas 
Blood In England. 


TRIED TO STEAL THE CROWN 


The Daring Scamp Almost Succeeded, 
Too, and Managed to Escape Pun- 
ishment After Being Captured—His 
Attack on the Duke of Ormonde. 


A daring, fearless scamp and one of 
the most reckless and brazen soldiers 
of fortune that ever cut a swath in 
England was the notorious Colonel 
Thomas Blood, 

This choicest of seventeenth century 
gcoundrels was born probably in Ire- 
land in or about 1618. During the civil 
war he was active on the pariiamen- 
tary side, was made a justice of the 
peuce by Henry Cromwell and receiyed 
large grants of land. These were con- 
fiscated at the restoration, and Blood 
forthwith began his career as a des- 
perado. 

His first plot was to seize Dublin cas- 
tle and the person of the Duke of Or- 
monde, the lord lieutenant, in 1663, A 
crowd was to be collected at the castle 
gates, a pretended baker with a load 
of bread upon his shoulder was to 
stumble and upset the loaves, and in 
the scramble which would probably en- 
gue among the castle guards the gates 
were to be seized, but the plot was be- 
trayed to Ormonde, and, although 
Blood himself escaped, his brother-in- 
law was arrested and executed. 

After a period of seclusion among the 
Irish hills and in Holland, Blood cross- 
ed to Englund and joined the fifty mon- 
archy men. After one or two minor 
deeds of daring he planned and nearly 
carried out a desperate stroke in 1670. 
In that year the Prince of Orange visit- 
ed England and was entertained by the 
city of London. In his train on the oc- 
easion was the Duke of Ormonde, 
against whom Blood nursed undying 
hate. The duke was dragged from his 
coach in St. James street by Blood and 
his son-in-law, strapped on horseback 
to one of the conspirators and hurried 
toward Tyburn. So determined was 
the prime mover in the affair that his

THE FRETFUL BABY. 


Fretfulness In an infant is a danger- 
Signal, and indicates that something is 
Wiong with either the child or tls mo- 
ther. The child {s sick or in pain or 
discomfort, or else tt has been allowed, 
through poor management by the mo 
Kier or nurse, to contract a peevish 
habit, 

An infant which {s manifestly ill is 
Ukely fo be fretful, but in this case the 
frelfulness is obviously a symptom of 
the disease, But there are many other 
eases in which this condition is not 
distinctly associated with disease, yel 
{here must be some causo for it, which 
Should be searched for and removed 
when found, 

The most common causes for fretful- 
ness are pain, discomfort and hunger. 
A great yariety of conditions, some ob- 
vious, others obscure, may produce 
pain. It may be duo to beginning dis- 
¢ase of the spine or in the hip or some 
other joint, in such a case, which is 
very rare in a well-nourished infant, 
hut does sometimes occur, besides the 
fvelfulness and occasional screaming fils 
during the day, the baby {s apt to give 
scream now and then in its sleep at 
night. Tho child who does this re- 
Peatedly every night, or nearly every 
night, should be very carefully examin- 
€1 as {o its spine and its joints, in or- 
der that disease, if present, may be 
detected early and treated promptly.

Liable—The Narcotic Habit, 


Doctors as a class are more subject 
to illness than their follow men and 
{heir expectancy of life is" less than 
that of most, says {thé British Modical 
Jeurnal. An explanation of this is 
readily found in the anxieties caused 
by responsibilities which must weigh 
heavy on every man of right feeling; 
in the amount and trying nature of the 
work the doctor has to do; in irregular- 
{ty of meals and broken sleep; in ex- 
pesure to weather and to infection; and 
last but not least, in the ecanty re- 
muneration which his labor too often 
brings him. 

The combined influence of all these 
cnuses is sufficient to undermine the 
strongest constitution long before a 
man has reached the limit of thyree- 
score and ten. A comparison of tables 
compiled by statisticians in different 
countries gives doctors an average of 
57 years at death. 

Doctors as a class are especially Ii- 
able to certain diseases. Setting aside 
affections duo 10 exposure and infection, 
{he practice of medicine levies a dispro- 
portionate tribute from ifs pnofessors 
in the form of diseases of the cardio- 
vescular and nervous systems, Angina 
pectoris has been calle the “doctor's 
disease”; neurasthenia deserves to be 
ranked {n the same category, and se- 
verer forms of neurosis are, as might 
be expected, common among men whose 
urofession compels them fo live at the 
highest tension both of brain and nerve 
force, 

It is scarcely to ba wondered at, 
therefore, that the narcotic habit is so 
common among doctors. After all, 
what shorlens the doctor's lifo is over- 
work, mental and bodily strain mani- 
festing itself at the point of least re- 
sistance.

The method of catching them was 
simple in the extreme. At: low tide a 
seine would be staked to the river bed 
and the top of the seine weighed to 
the bot!om ‘with leads, 
tide had] risen the fishermen would 
full up the seine so that it formed a 
barrier across the entire river bed. 

When. the tide began to run out the 
fish would find their return to the sea 
ind freedom barred effectively, The 


little fellows, of course, would poke 
their way through the seine, but the 


ones worth catching would flop impot- 
ently against the meshes, 

Soon the tide male be out complete- 
ly leaving only a foot or so of water 
in the river. Several thousand fish 
would be there for the taking. A pair 
of rubber boots and a basket would be 
sufficient equipment for the fishermen, 
who waded out and gathered them in 
wholesale. 

The fish don’t run up the rivers any 
more and the seining must be done in 
ihe bay itself. This is profitable, it is 
true, but a fish with half a head can 
avoid capture for a long time, 


DIVING FOR FISH. 


Method Employed by Native Fishermen 
in an India Stream. 


A unique method of fishing is em- 
ployed by natives along the Panlaung 
River in India. 

Two dugout boats are employed about 
thirty feet long, with two men wilh 
long poles, one in the bow, the other 
al the stern punting the boat along. 
They stretch a long rope made of bam- 
boos and plaited grass about a hun- 
dred yards long and weighted aboul 
every ten yards with big stones. This 
they let down into the water, and the 
fish are frightened.toward the bank. 
The divers then jump in. three at a 
time, remaining down about twenly 
seconds, 

They carry gaffs about eighteen inches 
long and fishhooks with cords attached, 
When they strike a fish they let go the 
gaff and the fish 1s hauled up in the 
boat. A big fire is lighted on the river 
bank, and the men warm themselves 
trefore it when not diving,

DIDN’T DREAD DEATH. 


Volunteers For the Gallows In Place 
of Those Condemned, 

On more than one occasion yolun- 
teers for the scaffold have offered 
themselves to take the place of tho 
condemned. 

Thus on the eye of the execution of 
Dr. Dodd, famous as the author of 
“The Beauties of Shakespeare,” a man 
presented himselt at Newgate and ask- 
ed to be permitted to suffer in his 
stead, His request was deemed so ex- 
traordinaty that he was taken in 
charge as a lunatic. But he was able 
to convince the magistrate, before 
whom he was brought the next day, 
of his sanity and so was discharged. 
All he asked as the price of his self 
sacrifice was £200, to be settled on his 
mother. 

In another instance, which happened 
only a few years ago, 4 man who said 
he suffered from an ineurable disease 
wrote to the home secretary offering 
himself as a substitute for a certain 
eminent scholar who had murdered 
his wife in a fit of passion. He asked 
neither fee nor reward, being, as he 
explained, tired of his life.

~ VENEERING.. - 


It Is Produced by Two Methods, Saw- 
ing and Slicing. 
| “There are two kinds of veneering— 
‘sawed and sliced—but it takes an ex- 
pert to tell the difference,” says a man- 
ufacturer. “The process of manufac- 
ture is simple and interesting. The 
logs, delivered at the factary in the 
rough, about thirteen feet in length,. 
are first cooked in hot water vats to 
make them soft and workable, 

“Tt does not matter how green they 
are. After being thoroughly cooked 
they are placed on machines designed 
for the purpose and either sliced by a 

_ powerful knife the length of the log or 
cut by a circular saw into slabs about 
one-twentieth of an inch thick, 

“These slabs are the full length of 
the log and when first cut are so plia- 
ble that they can be bent double with- 

out breaking. The uniform thickness - 
or thinness of the slabs is preserved 
by the action of the machinery and 
does not vary so much as a halr’s 
breadth in the entire length of the 
slab. 

“After the slabs are sliced or sawed 
they are seasoned by steaming. This 
requires only about twenty-four hours, 
and then they are ready for the mar- 
ket. Some of the huge oak logs that 
come to the factory show by the rings, 
in them that the trees were from 250 
to 400 years old.”

A COSTLY NAP. 


Slumber That Led to the Death of 

; King Charles 1. 

In the middle of Holborn once stood 
an iun, the George aud Blue Boar, and 
there took place an incident which en- 
tirely changed the whole tale of Eng- 
land's history. 

As twilight was falling fn October, 
1648, a very tired post boy mounted 
on a sweting horse pulled up outside 
the old jun.

Tis orders were to 
convey them to 2 point on the Great 
North road, where he would be met by 
other messengers. 

But Cromwell's spies had followed 
him from the south coast, for Wng- 
land’s liberty depended upon his dis- 
patches miscarrylng. The boy had 
some supper and afterward fell asleep, 
his head pillowed on his post bag. 

While be slept Cromwell's men took 
the bag and found in ft a letter from 
King Charles I. to the Scottish gener- 
als arranging for his rescue, an imme- 
diate advance on London and the ar- 
rest and execution of Cromwell and his 
friends. That same evening Cromwell 
had the fatal letter and determined on 
Charles’ death.—London Tit-Bits.

Lesson I. . The Raising of Lazarus. 
Golden Text, John 11, 25. 


THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 


(Based on the text of the Revised 
Version.) 

A Greater Sign.—As the great tragedy 
0! his own life approached Jesus had 
a special purpose in revealing to men, 
and to his disciples in particular, his 
pewer over life and death. This pur- 
pose was to establish their faith in his 
divine and superhuman character and 
power so firmly that even in the dark 
hours of grief and disappointment 
which he knew awaited them, when all 
{heir hopes and expectations would lie 
buried with him in Joseph’s tomb, they 
should still cherish the memory of his 
words and deeds, and be prepared for 
the glorious message of his resurrec- 
tion. The story of the raising of Laz- 
crus is thus a filling climax in the 
evangelist’s record of signs wrought by 
Jesus, as the miracle itself may be re- 
garded as the culmination of his min- 
istry. The next mfracle recorded by 
John js the resurrection of Jesus him- 
self. At the time of the call of the first 
disciples, even before the first miracle 
at Cana in Galilee had been wrought, 
Nathanae] had marveled at the mira- 
culous power implied in» the. Master's 
words: “Before Philip called thee, when 
thou wast under the fig tree, I saw 
thee.” At that tlme Jesus had said to 
the astonished believer, “Thou shalt sce 
greater things than these,” and now the 
fulfillment of that promise and pro- 
phecy had reached its Climax in the 
revelation of the Master's power over 
life and death. He had come to con- 
quer death and to bring life. It is in- 
tended that tolay’s lesson shall be 
made the basis of whatever special con- 
sideration is given to this power of 
Jesus over death in connection with the 
observance of Easter in the Sunday 
schoo] next Sunday (April 19).

U. 8. Surgeon-General Submits Start- 
ling Report to Congress. 


A-“Report on milk in its relation to 
public health,” was submitted to Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Cortelyou, by 
Surgeon-General Walter Wyman of the 
Public Health Seryice on the United 
States, 

The report is the result of an investl- 
gation ordered by President Roosevelt 
and conducted by Federal experts under 
{he direction of Prof. M. J. Rosenau 
ef the Hygienic Laboratory, It is one 
cf the most thorough studies of the milk 
problem yet produced. 

Dr. Wyman declares that the ideal 
milk, drawn from a cow with a healthy 
udder and preserved from contamina- 
tion, is not the milk of commerce, and 
he cites the fact that samples of mar 
ket milk in New York showed 85,200,- 
006 bacteria to the cubic centimetre, 
London, 31,888,000; Washington, 22,- 
134,000, and he calls attention to the 
evidence presented in the report which 
{fs given as proof (hat 500 epidemics of 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever and diph- 
theria were caused by infected milk. 
He also refers to the evidence adduced 
that 11 per cent. of the samples of 
Washington milk contained tubercle 
germs, 

Past Assistant Surgeon-General Jonn 
W Trask has tabulated the data of 
five hundred epidemics that were de- 
finitely traced to the milk supplies, in- 
cluding 317 typhoid epidemics, 123 scar- 
let fever, 317 diptheria and seven of 
pseudo-diphtheria, or epidemic sore 
throat. 

Dr, Trask gives figures to show the 
amazing rapidity with which typhold 
and diphtherla germs increase in milk. 
Seventy-eight typhoid germs in a cubic 
centimetre of milk increased in seven 
days to 440,000,000, In the same time 
thirty-nine diphtherla germs increased

WIZARDS IN FIGURES, 
Some Wonderful Feats of Boys 
Who Became Famous. 


GAUSS WAS A RARE GENIUS. 


He Was Not Only One of the Greatest 
Mental Calculators on Record, but 
He Was a Gifted Mathematician, 
Dase’s Marvelous Mental Work. 


When scareely three years old Gauss, 
according to an anecdote told by him- 
self, followed mentally a calculation 
of his father’s relative in regard to the 
wages of some workmen who were 
to be paid for overtime in proportion to 
their regular wages, and, detecting a 
mistake in the account, he called out, 
“lather, the reckoning fs wrong; it 
mikes so much,” naming the exact 
amount, The calculations were repeat- 
ed, and it turned out that the child 
was correct, while all who witnessed 
the performance were greatly surpris- 
ed. He retained an extraordinary 
ability for mental calculations through- 
out life and remembered the first few 
decimals of the logarithms of all num- 
bers, so that he was able to use the 
data of a logarithmic table in his men- 
tal calculations, and hence he possess- 
ed a mental slide rule—a unique pos- 
Session. 

Gauss was not only one of the great- 
est mental calculators on record, but 

| he excelled equally in all branches of 
pure and applied mathematics, At the 
age of twenty he discoyered the first 
rigorous proof of the fundamental 
theorem of algebra, which affirms that 


every algebraic equation has as many} 
roots as its degree, and at the age of) 


twenty-four he published his great 
work on the theory of numbers under 
the title “Disquisitiones Arithmeticae.” 


Later -in life he turned his attention | 


principally to applied mathematics, es- 
pecially to astronomy and geodesy, 
and he is generally regarded as the 
last of the great mathematicians who 


were pre-eminent in nearly all branches ' 


of mathematical knowledge of his day. 

While Gauss was both a great men- 
tal calculator and a great mathemati- 
clan and was areal mathematical prod- 
igy, we proceed to consider several 
who were merely arithmetical prodl- 
gies and seemed to haye yery little 
general mathematical ability. The 
greatest of these is Dase, who was 
born at Hamburg in 1824 and “seems 
to have been little more than a human 
calculating machine, able to carry. on 
enormous calculations in his head, but 
nearly incapable of understanding the 
principles of mathematics and of very

Two 
forty-figure numbers Dase was able 
to multiply in forty minutes, while he 
would multiply two eight-figure num- 
bers in less than one minute. 

What is most surprising about this 
greatest calculator on record is that he 
was stupid in mathematics. Petersen 
is said to haye tried in vain for six 
weeks to get the first elements of 
mathematics into his head, and other 
eminent mathematicians found that he 
had yery little mathematical ability. 
Fortunately he was advised by some 
of the leading mathematicians of his 


day to turn his extraordinary ability ; 


to scientific uses instead of going 
around the country giving public exhi- 
bitions, a career upon, which he had 
entered at the age of fifteen.

FATAL ACCIDENT 


Mr. W. Anderson, of Wellman’s 
Corners, Fatally Injured 


A fatal accident occurred at Well- 
man’s Corners on Wednesday afternoon, 
Mr. Wilson Anderson had just hitched 
up a team to go to Stirling when in 
Starting the horses in some way slipped 
and fell down, A couple of men near 
went to his assistance, and the horses 
were partly unhitched from the wagon 
when on regaining their feet they start- 
ed to run away. Mr. Anderson for 
some reason jumped upon the tongue of 
the wagon, and the horses circled 
around causing the tongue to strike a 
telegraph pole, throwing Mr. Andérson 
with great force against it, and break- 
ing several of his ribs. He was re- 
moved to the house and a physician 
sent for, His injuries proved to be 
more serious than at first believed, and 
in a few hours he passed away. 

Mr. Anderson was « highly respected 
citizen and for a number of years had 
carried on business as a general store- 
keeper, as well as being postmaster at 
Wellman’s. He was superintendent of 
the Sabbath School, and had taken a 
great interest in Sabbath School work, 
and was an official of the Methodist 
church. His sudden death is a great 
shock to the community, and his be- 
reaved widow and family have the 
sympathy of the public generally,
